TUNNEL HORROR 


NEW YORK, May 27.—By drawing & re- 
volver and threatening to kill any man 
who dared open ,the doors to @ oom- 
partment in which a gang of men were 
working in the northern tube of the North 
river tunnel, Supt. Brady saved his own 
life and the lives of the 14 other men in 
the compartment and prevented the flood-" 
ing of the tunnel. 

Brady had been expecting a break in the 
roof of the “black hole,” and, when it 
came and the water began pouring in, he 
quickly pushed his coat, vest and hat in 
the aperture. 

Nearly all the men, who were Italians, 
became panic-stricken. ‘They rushed for 
the door of the compartment. 

Brady, pointing his revolver at the man 
nearest the door, threatened to kill him if 
he moved another step. The opening of 
the doors would have permitted the com- 

ressed air in the apartment (88 pounds to 
he squire inch) to escape and the break 


would have instantly enlarged and the 
water flooded the compartment, drowning 
all hands. 

Calling upon one of the more egpertanes 
workmen, Brady instructed hi to tele- 
phone to the Jersey City Terminal for more 
air pressure and to send him a carload of 
sawdust bags. 

He had the Italians thoroughly cowed 
and, when the bags arrived, under the 

rsuasive influence of the drawn revolver, 

rady forced the Italians to push the bags 
into the hole and then put a jack under- 
neath to hold them in place.

TO REVEAL PLOT 


His Conviction Will Bring 
Out Names of Men Who 
Hired Him to 
Murder, 


JUDGE HARGIS HOLDS 
CONFERENCE WITH PRISONER 


Witnesses Who Saw Marcum Assas- 
sinated Fear for Their Lives, 
and Are Heavily Guarded 
by Soldiers at Jackson. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Ky., May 27.—“If Curtis Jett 
and Tom White are convicted of the mur- 
der of J. B. Marcum they will tell the 
whole story and reveal the names of the 
men who employed them to commit the 
crime.”’ 

This ia the view taken by all persons here 
who are interested in the prosecution of 
the accused assassins. The men behind 
Jett and White realize this fully, and for 
this reason the witnesses against the two 
mountaineers fear for their lives. 

Every effort will be made by those in- 
terested to acquit the two men. 

Jett was brought here last night from 
Winchester by a guard of soldiers. White 
was caught at his home and brought in 
also. Both men are now in separate cells 
of the Jackson jail. When he arrived here 
in trons Jett talked bitterly against his 
friends in Breathitt County for their ap- 
parent lack of interest in his case, and de- 
clared that he would not be made a scape- 
goat for them. 

After Jett had been lodged in Jail County 
Judge James Hargis procured an order and 
held a long private conference with him. 
This is regarded as a significant incident 
and has brought out strong protests from 
those interested in the prosecution, 


Jackson Like ’ 
a Garrison Town. 

Jackson is like a border garrison town. 
Soldiers are everywhere. They guard the 
courthouse, the jail and the houses of wit- 
nesses who have given evidence before the 
grandjury. Newspaper correspondents keep 
close to the military, and meesenger boys 
who carry dispatohes for newspapermen to 
the telegraph office are escorted by sol- 
diers, and the greatest precautions are 
taken against the possible assassination of 
anyone. 

The troops are now encamped in a mead- 
ow dotted with beech trees, and which (és 
located upon the banks of the Kentucky 
river. The camp Is situated in a basin and 
it would be an easy matter for any of the 
crack shots of the mountains to pick off 
any man in the camp and escape detection. 
The camp is styled Camp Jackson. 

This morning the troops fell into line 
and were addressed by Maj. Allen, who 
impressed upon them the necessity of keep- 
ing their opinions to themselves. He ad- 
jured them to avoid a conflict with any of 
the people of Jackson an’ ordered them 
not to load their muskets until night, and 
then not to fire umless commanded to do so. 

Last night the soldiers were startled 
by a succession of reports of pistol] shots 
fired uptown. It was learned today that 
one of the humorists of the town had 
fired off his revolver just for the purpose 
of showing the troops that there were a 
few firearms lying around loose in the 
village, and that there were some men in 
Jackson who had no fear of the militia. 


Marked for ‘Death 
by the Feudists. 

Capt. B. J. Ewen, who was conversing 
with Attorney J. B. Marcum, and who had 
his hand upon the lawyer's shoulder when 
the latter fell, a victim to the bullet of the 
assassin, believes he is a marked man.

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1 MURDER CASE 


Mysterious Slayer of Coach- 
man Probably Mistook 
Victim. 

NEW YORK, May 27.—When it became 
known that John Hefferman, who was 
shot on the lawn of the Ardsiey Club, near 
Irvington, last Sunday night, had made a 
statement before he died, naming a prom- 
inest member of the club as the man who 
had shot him, the greatest doubt was ex- 
pressed by the residents of Tarrytown and 


vicinity. It could not be possible, they dll 
allege, that a man of such social position 


as the one named, was the slayer, and it 
Was tacitly agreed among the club mem- 
bers and the owners of villas around 
Ardsley-on-the-Hudson to guard his name 


with great secrecy. 

But the fact was brought out last night 
before Coroner Russell at the inquest that 
such a statement was made by Hefferman 
before he died and the coroner adjourned 
the inquest until Thursday, when he will 
rsume the hearing of testimony on the 
premises of the Ardsley Club, in view of 
the scene of the murder. Dr. Denison of 
Ardsley, who was the first physician called 
to attend the wounded coachman, said 
on the witness stand: 

There is one other thing Hefferman 
c2id to me before he became unconscious 
and 1 feel it my duty to tell it here. He 
said that he recognized his assailant as 
@ prominent member of the club.’’ 

Dr. Denison had told of asking the 
wounded man how he was shot and of 
seuding him. to Dobbs Ferry Hospital and 
he added the statement just given as if 
with reluctance. Coroner Russell did not 
ask him to reveal the name. 

Meanwhile the colony around Ardsley is 
wondering. The police who have been work- 
ing on the murder mystery belleve that if 
the: man named by Hefferman did the 
shooting he was mistaken in his man, that 
he meant to kill some. one else, and seeing 
Hefferman dimly in the dark with a woman 
on the club terraces, mistook him for a 
man he may have suspected.

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CONDENSED AIR-TRICK. 


Fasten a needle, the point in the air, 
to the bottom of a basin with a bit of 
sealing wax. Arrange an egg-shell, a third 
of which has been cut off, in the following 
manner: Pierce the upper end with two lit- 
tle holes, into which insert two straws, 


each terminating in a right angle and held 
in place by sealing wax. Around the open 
end of the eggs glue three or four pieces 
of money in order to keep it in balance. 
Then set the shell thus prepared upon the 
point of the needle. Fill the basin with 
water and with a straw blow the air be- 
neath the egg-shell; this air rises, is con- 
densed above, and in escaping by the little 
paper tubes gives a rotary movement to the 
whole apparatus. .This is the same phe- 
nomenon as that produced by water pres- 
sure.

TAKES FEWER GRANITE BLOCKS 


Property Owners Profit by the Blocks 
Being Turned Sideways for 
Asphalt Surfacing. 


The property owners along the streets

Walter P. McAuliffe, erstwhile mascot of
